tion will meet at Virginia Hot Springs‘from June 6 
to June 9. The Southern Hardware Job- 
bers’ Association will assemble at the 
same time and the same place. These 
are not special meetings or meetings 
called for any special purpose, but, from all indica- 
tions, they will be especially noteworthy or especially 
sterile according as action is taken for or against the 
use of private brands by hardware jobbers. This is 
the paramount issue. It is an evil of such enormity 
that, unless checked, and checked promptly, it threat- 
ens to ultimately destroy the legitimate channels for 
the distribution of merchandise—manufacturer, job- 
ber, retailer, consumer. 

Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN believes that the system 
of jobbers’ brands entails an enormous and useless ex- 
pense. We believe that the retailer is just as much 
entitled to the famous, established manufacturers’ 
brand as the catalogue house. We believe that the 
use of jobbers’ private brands is suicidal for retailers, 
manufacturers, consumers and, ultimately, even for 
the jobbers themselves. We accordingly pronounce 
ourselves as unreservedly and irrevocably opposed to 
the system. All of our news facilities and all of our 
trade influence will be directed against the evil. To 
this end we call upon manufacturers and retailers to 
consider the matter seriously and thoroughly and to 
take steps with a view toward its eventual destruction. 

A review of the etymology of the word brand 
shows that in its present use it has lost all of its 
original meaning. A brand was originally meant to 
show quality. The brand was intended to show clear- 
ly and unquestionably that the article branded was 
the output of some one particular manufacturer, 
and as such was valuable or invaluable according as 
the reputation of the manufacturer for good work- 
manship and the use of good material was either good

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or bad. The jobber’s brand means nothing whatever. 
The jobber is almost never in a position to know 
whether the material going into a saw, manufactured, 
perhaps, five hundred or a thousand miles from his 
establishment, is of the highest quality or not. The 
jobber buys in large quantities. He sells in smaller 
quantities. His position is that of the distributer 
solely and entirely. In this capacity his position re- 
sembles in a high degree that of a railroad express 
company. Suppose the American Express Co. should 
gather together into some central warehouse all of 
the goods shipped over its lines, and should then in- 
sist upon removing the manufacturer’s stamp and 
affixing “pride of the world” or “grease it and use 
it” before shipping these goods to their destination. 
No one imagines that either the shipper or the re- 
ceiver would accept the action of these carriers with a 
pleasurable quiescence. And yet “grease it and use 
it” would mean just as much as the jobbers’ brands 
do at the present time, and perhaps more, inasmuch 
as the carriers would be in a position to stamp more 
goods than any hardware jobber can to-day. 

If a manufacturer uses good material in the pro- 
duction of his tools, if he hires only the most skillful 
workmen, he 1s likely to be successful in his business. 
The business is likely to be so successful that his sons 
will find it to their advantage to continue it, and so 
on for generations. The tools which issue from this 
house will possess a reputation. They may be so well 
known as to have a national and international repu- 
tation. The manufacturer will be in a position to 
make perhaps more than a living profit on these tools 
and the retailer, who handles them, will have no diffi- 
culty in disposing of his stock. As familiar examples 
of the practical working of this idea, we cite the 
Wostenhélm knives or the Disston and Atkins saws. 
Any one of these three names is worth thousands, per- 
haps millions, of dollars to the manufacturer. What 
would the trade value be if the output of these three 
firms had been prostituted by jobbers’ brands? 

Mr. Muzzy of the J. Stevens Arms & Tool Co., at 
the recent Atlantic City manufacturers’ convention, 
offered the Dunlap hat as an illustration of the great 
value which may accrue to a manufacturer’s brand. 
The retail agency for this hat in a certain New Eng- 
land city of 60,000 people was worth $1,000.00, figured 
as an actual asset. The agency in the city of Chicago 
is valued at $25,000.00. The value of this branded 
hat to the manufacturer can only be computed by 
passing up into the millions. A Knox or a Dunlap 
sells without question for four or five dollars. Take 
off the trade mark, affix a jobber’s brand and the re- 
tailer has trouble in selling it for two-fifty. 

Manufacturers’ brands mean, on the whole, sta- 
bility. Jobbers’ brands mean mobility. The jobber 
takes a sample pocket-knife to a manufacturer and 
asks his price on a certain number, stamped with the 
jobber’s brand. The maker gives his price, and, if 
satisfactory, an order is given for the delivery of these 
newly branded knives. Let us assume that the order 
is renewed from time to time, until the jobber dis- 
covers that he prefers another manufacturer, to whom 
the job is then transferred. The transferance of this 
order from time to time means a constant change in 
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the finish of the knives, in the material used in their 
production, in the workmanship, etc. It means that 
the jobber’s stamp virtually assures absolutely no 
guarantee on the actual quality of the article stamped. 
On the other hand, the manufacturer’s brand is almost 
invariably permanent. It is there to stay, and so long 
as the tool is produced the workmanship and the ma- 
terial put into the tool will for all practical pur- 
poses be the same. Moreover, it is safe to assume, 
that the quality will be the very best which the manu- 
facturer can turn out. No manufacturer wants to 
be known for his second, third or fourth-grade out- 
put. The latter are usually left for the jobber’s brand. 








PERHAPS one of the most competent authorities on 
industrial conditions in his own and foreign countries 
is Director Back of the Frankfort In- 


Apprentices dustrial School. In a recent address 
Germany, before the Technical Club of that city 


Mr. Back stated that the subject of 
training industrial and technical apprentices does not 
receive the same general and widespread attention in 
the United States as it does in Germany. His argu- 
ment was substantially as follows: 


In America a young man has much less opportunity 
than in Germany to learn in a practical way all the 
details of a trade, and thus to become a skilled work- 
man in a thorough sense of the term. This is largely 
due to a difference of systems, the general tendency 
in the United States being to reduce prices by almost 
entirely substituting machinery for hand work, by 
using a limited number of designs, and by manufac- 
turing in immense quantities. Consequently a work- 
man usually becomes familiar with only one of the 
many details of manufacture and seldom has an op- 
portunity to follow an article through all the different 
processes required for its completion. Moreover, 
there is little occasion for hand work except in con- 
nection with repairs. 

Nevertheless it is always necessary to have a few 
trained workmen to attend to the final adjustment 
of parts and to put the finishing touches to a com- 
pleted product. The scarcity of such skilled workmen 
is now being complained of more and more in the 
United States. 


Most owners of small establishments which still 
employ hand workers, especially those in large cities, 
are unwilling4o take the trouble and assume the re- 
sponsibility of training apprentices. This training 
is done, if at all, principally in small towns or in the 
country. Consequently the United States is now un- 
able to supply its own demand for skilled laborers, the 
best trained men being largely immigrants from 
Europe, and especially from Germany. 


As this scarcity is at last being recognized as a 
weak point in the industrial development of the 
United States, efforts of various kinds are now being 
made to provide means for increasing the number of 
apprentices and for instructing them and other young 
men in a manner which will prove later on advan- 
tageous both to them and to the manufacturing in- 
terests of the country. A well-known firm in Phil- 
adelphia, for instance, now accepts three classes of 
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apprentices, who are paid according to the quality of 
their preparatory education, and who, after they have 
been systematically and thoroughly trained, are given 
regular and profitable employment. There have been 
established also, especially in the Eastern States, a 
number of good industrial schools, where young peo- 
ple of both sexes are instructed in various kinds of 
useful hand work. 





THE BLUE trading stamp has come and gone. A 
recent issue of the New York Sun contained the fol- 


Trading lowing notice: 
Stamps A petition in bankruptcy was filed yesterday 
Again. 


against the Benedict & Macfarlane Company, 
blue trading stamps, of 156 West Twenty-third street, and 
of Chicago, by the following creditors: New York Desk and 
Dining-Room Furniture Company, $187; Herrman Furniture 
Company and Plumbers’ Cabinet Works, $31, and Lange & 
West, $472. It was alleged that the company is insolvent and 
admitted in writing on April 19 in a letter signed by Albert 
G. Thorne, secretary, its willingness to be adjudged bankrupt. 
Judge Holt, of the United States District Court, appointed 
Frederick A. Burlingame receiver with a bond of $10,000. 


When the news became known the different branch 
offices of the company were besieged with thousands 
of excited women stamp holders anxious to redeem 
their coupons before the supply of furniture, desks, 
chairs, gimcracks and other more or less valuable sup- 
plies gave out. Guards had to be placed at the doors. 
The line of stamp holders extended for blocks. About 
one-fiftieth of the women were accommodated and 
ninety-eight per cent turned away, the deluded gulls of 
a system which has made one-third the country to- 
smile in pity and the other third to regret in sorrow. 

The rise and fall of the Benedict & Macfarlane Co., 
perhaps the largest dealers in trading stamps in the 
world, almost equals in ridiculousness the famous 
South Sea Bubble of English history, the French 
Panama scandals and our own lottery frauds. It is 
impossible to estimate the number of people who were 
taken in by the scheme. In Chicago, Siegel, Cooper 
& Co., an enormous department store, were the larg- 
est agents for these stamps. For the past two weeks, 
ever since the failure of the Benedict & Macfarlane 
Co., long lines of careworn shoppers have waited for 
hours, anxious to exchange their blue stamps for one- 
half the number of Sieger-Cooper’s stamps, which the 
latter concern are offering as “a moral obligation.” 
Day by day has passed without seeing any dimunition 
in the line of waiting women. The number of stamp 
holders reaches up into the hundred of thousands, and 
perhaps the majority of these hold coupons which have 
been cherished for six or more months. Their feel- 
ings, when the assignment of the stamp company was 
announced, amounted in some cases to incipient in- 
sanity. They had carefully tucked away these stamps 
day after day, and had concentrated their purchases 
at some one store, perhaps to their own. disadvantage, 
occasionally buying goods which they neither required 
nor desired, in order to increase their supply of stamps. 
They had watched the increase of these stamps and 
had carefully studied the list of premiums. Their first 
realization of any double dealing was the announce- 
ment printed above. It is not hard to appreciate their 
excitement. 
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THE ADVANCE sheets of the government report of 
mercantile exports and imports for the month of 
March have just appeared. These show that in 
March, 1905, 14,388 tons of pig iron were imported ; 
3,281 tons were exported. 44 tons of iron rails were 
exported during this period. The imports of tin and 
terne plates amounted to 12,368,977 lbs. and the ex- 
ports to 668,128 lbs. For the nine months ending 
March, 1905, 12,190,711 lbs. of this product had been 
exported. For the nine months ending March, 1904, 
only 1,859,468 lbs. had been sent to foreign countries. 
It is to be noted that the importing of hardware arti- 
cles including cutlery, carpenters’ tools, fire arms, 
structural shapes, etc., is constantly decreasing in 
volume. 








Statistics for the month of March, which have 
just been collected, show that the output of the pig 
iron furnaces was so close to 2,000,000 tons that the 
difference is almost incommensurable. This immense 
tonnage indicates that almost every furnace in the 
country is producing iron at its fullest capacity, and 
that the record for the year will very closely approach 
24,000,000 tons, beating all previous records. The 
production during the first quarter of the present year 
was in the neighborhood of 5,500,000 tons, but it is 
expected that the production for the months of April, 
May and June will exceed that of the first quarter, 
making the production for the first half of this year 
approximately 12,000,000 tons. 

It is to be noted in this connection, that four years 
ago, an expert fixed the ideal production of the blast 
furnaces of this country at 2,000,000 tons a month or 
about 24,000,000 tons a year. This hope seems now to 
be in a fair way to be realized, and in case it is real- 
ized, it will show quite conclusively what enormous 
progress the country and its natural resources are 
undergoing. 








THE PROTRACTED delays undergone in the construc- 
tion of the new Federal Building at Chicago are ac- 
counted for by the contractors as having been caused 
by the infinite number of sympathetic strikes which 
have occurred since ground was broken for the build- 
ing. The foilowing strikes have occurred during its 
construction : 

1. The granite cutters’ strike, lasting 16 months 
and settled by the men receding from their position 
of demanding $1 more a day for cutting the granite 
for the Chicago postoffice than they asked to cut the 
granite for any other building. 

2. The building was delayed several months by the 
general strike and lockout of the building trades in 
Chicago in 1900. 

3. The building was delayed eight weeks in 1904 
by the carpenters’ strike, because a mill in Bucyrus, 
Ohio, employed non-union men. 

4. The building was again delayed in 1904 by a 
strike of the marble setters because a marble company 
in Vermont employed nonunion men, who refused to 
be organized. After six weeks of idleness the marble 
cutters again returned to work.

It was also decided that the amount of advance to be 
given other crafts in the employ of members not cov- 
ered by the above should be left with the employer. 
The present maximum starting rate for machinists in 
the Pittsburgh district is 30 cents an hour and for 
molders and core makers 33 I-3 cents per hour.

COTTON MANUFACTURING. 








A writer in Gunton’s Magazine points out that in 
1805 there were in this country only 4,500 spindles, 
and in 1810 there were 87,000. The growth of the 
business was very rapid after that year, and in 1815 
there were 130,000 spindles, while in 1820 there were 
220,000. In 1860, just prior to the war, the number 
of spindles had increased to 5,235,727, the capital to 
$98,585,269, and the value of the product to $115,681,- 
774. In 1870 the spindles had increased to 7,132,415, 
the capital invested to $141,000,000, and the value of 
product to $177,000,000, By 1890 the capital invested 
had more than doubled, and amounted to $354,000,000 
the value of product to $268,000,000, and the number 
of spindles was 14,400,000. In 1900, the last year for 
which definite figures are obtainable, the number of 
spindles was 20,000,000, the capital invested was $460,- 
842,772, and the value of product was $332,806,156. 
It is estimated that there are now, at the beginning of 
1904, at least 23,000,000 spindles, and the capital in- 
vested is $500,000,000. The value of the product 
would probably be something near $350,000,000.

Brands 


The question of the employment of private brands by hardware jobbers, instead of the reg- 


ular brands used by the manufacturers themselves, has been agitated more freely of late than 


ever before. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

I have been reading the létters published in the recent 
issues of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN in regard to special brands. 
It does seem that manufacturers are decidedly opposed to 
them, but I think most of their denunciations are, in part, 
unjustified. I, myself, have used these private brands on 
some tools. I have never had any difficulty in getting some 
manufacturers to put my brand on the goods which I buy, 
and a few of the manufacturers either come to me directly, 
or send out circulars advising me that they are ready to 
stamp the goods which they sell to me with my trade-mark 
and without any additional cost. 

I find that it is a good plan. I am a retailer, and whereas, 
about 75 per cent of the people in my town have never heard 
of the Stanley plane, or some of those other well known 
tools, I can say without boasting that over 95 per cent know 
me. Besides that, I find that it is a good advertisement to 
have my name on things which people are continuallly using 
When a tool gets done up, or wears out for other reasons. 
the user is very apt to find out where he bought the last 
tool, and go to the same man the second or third time. At 
least that’s been my experience. I will have to admit that 
they come down a trifle when it comes to quality, because I 
don’t order in sufficient quantities to make it pay the manu- 
facturer to stamp my goods with my trade-mark, but I 
don’t think the difference amounts to anything in compari- 
son with the amount of advertising which the private brand 
carries with it. Yours very truly,

Your recent letters against the use of private brands 
for jobbers have remained unanswered by the jobbing houses 
simply because they have as yet offered no good reasons why 
the use of these brands by hardware jobbers should be 
abolished. 

The benefits received from the use of private brands by 
manufacturers, jobbers and retailers alike, are so great that 
the arguments given against the system by your correspon- 
dents seem absolutely puerile. 

The great issue up before hardware dealers at the pres- 
ent time is the catalogue house question. One of the greatest 
aids to the retailer—perhaps the greatest aid—is the fact 
that through the use of jobbers’ brands, he is able to get 
goods which no catalogue house in the world can get. By the 
exclusive use of goods containing jobbers’ brands, he does 
away with all competition with the catalogue house. I believe 
that this, more than any other consideration, induced jobbers 
to take up the private brand in the first place. It is to the 
interest of the retailer and to the interest of the jobber to 
continue these private brands. They should look beneath the 
surface of arguments offered by manufacturers for the abo- 
lition of these trade marks. Manufacturers, are as a rule, 
opposed to them, solely because their use means that their 
own brands will fall in competition with the jobbers’ brands.

When the matter of private brands was first discussed, 
and when jobbers first began to demand their appearance 
upon certain articles of goods which they sold to retailers, we 
objected to the system in its entirety. We were manufac-

turers at that time as we are at present, and we foresaw all 
the difficulties and economic losses which the trade and the 
trade papers are discovering at the present time. 


We fought against the system as long as we could, but 
we finally gave in, when it was a question of supplying jobbers 
with private brands, or supplying the scrap pile with our tools. 
We find now that the system is not so objectionable as we at 
first supposed it would be. We have gotten accustomed to 
handling a great many stamps and dies and labels, and our 
office and office force are arranged so that we can make up 
a shipment of these special branded tools without a great deal 
of trouble. In fact, we rather like the special brand system, 
inasmuch as it relieves us to a great extent, of the respon- 
sibility. Moreover, we find that, since the advent of private 
brands, our trade has increased to a great extent. We are 
doing a larger business now than ever before. Our position 
in the matter, is one rather of indifference than of encourage- 
ment or discouragement. We should like to see the matter 
threshed out, but so far as we are concerned, we will remain 
on the fence. aa

Our concern has never stamped one single item of our 
output with the jobbers’ brand, and while the present manage- 
ment is under control, it never shall. It is only a matter of 
time before the retailer will realize that jobbers’ brands 
mean inferior wares with superior prices. There is absolutely 
no question but what these facts are true and that any job- 
ber or any manufacturer who knows anything at all about the 
subject will admit its truth. 

We have inquired carefully into the subject, and we believe 
not only that our stand is the correct one, but that retailers 
will soon realize this fact, and will re-act against the use 
of private brands, just as greatly as they acted in their favor 
when they were introduced. We are glad to see the stand 
taken by Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN against the use of these 
costly trade-marks, and shall consider it a favor if you will 
publish this letter. “ MANUFACTURER.” 


TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Although no action has been taken by retailers at conven- 
tion, still I believe that the subject of private brands is not 
a dead one by any means. It is a live issue. Hardware deal- 
ers in our section of the country are not radical. They will 
not take a sensational view upon any subject, support it 
rabidly for a couple of weeks, then let it drop like a red hot 
potato. » They are a conservative class as a rule, but when 
they do get started, they are just as hard to stop as a good 
sized elephant. 

I have not talked with many of my fellow merchants on 
the subject, but such as I have interviewed, I find to be decid- 
edly and irrevocably opposed to the system. There seems to 
be no good reason for its continuance, except the insatiable 
greed of the hardware jobber. As a rule, I believe that the 
retailer gets the dirty end of the stick, and that between the 
manufacturer and the jobber, he is apt to find his lot a pretty 
hard one. Although I am getting rather accustomed to this 
fate, I believe that some action should be taken upon the 
matter of private brands. This subject strikes a little too 
deeply for even the cdmplacent retailer to suffer without even

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ADVERTISING FRAUDS 



































The question of publicity, “advertising,” is one of 
prime importance to the progressive business man. 
How to get the best results for the least money is a 
matter which interests every advertiser who has a mes- 
sage to convey to the public. Every up-to-date busi- 
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ness man concedes that advertising well and judiciously 
placed in mediums of recognized worth and circulation 
pays. The selection of the proper medium requires 
careful consideration, as many unworthy fake schemes 
are constantly being foisted on the advertising public. 
There are more fakirs in the advertising line possibly 
than in any other calling, due principally to the fact 
that the average business man‘is not so well posted in 
the matter of advertising as he might be. The average 
business man is altogether too willing to give ear to the 
plausible story of the sliek advertising fakir, who has, 
according to his own story, the best thing in the adver- 
tising line on earth to Offer. 

The reputable daily or weekly mewspaper of known 
circulation for the retailer is tmquestionably the best 
he can employ to reach the buying public. For the 
manufacturer, wholesaler or jobber, a reliable trade pa- 
per should be employed to carry his announcements to 
the merchant. We advise the advertising public to 
give a wide berth to the oily-tongued advertising fakir. 
He arrives in our midst wearing a suave, debonnair 
air, knows it all, is very smooth and plausible and usu- 
ally catches the business man napping, amd of course 
works him for an order. 

He comes sometimes as the self-styled agent of some 
respectable fraternal society from whom he gets per- 
mission to get up a programme for a concert or enter- 
tainment. His modus operandi is this: He secures 
permission from the secretary or some person else in 
authority in some fraternal or other society organiza- 
tion or trade union to get up a programme, he agree- 
ing to furnish the programme free of charge. He then 
goes among the business people soliciting advertise- 
ments from them in the name of the organization 
which gave him the privilege, levying blackmail purely 
and simply until he reaps a rich harvest. 

Then, again, there is the fakir who gets up hotel ad- 
vertising, such as hotel registers, combination counter 
stands for hotels, blotters for the writing table, clocks 
set in a frame containing advertisements, writing desks 
with ads. in the back, etc. The gentleman who gets up 
this form of advertising first gets the assent of the 
hotel proprietor to his proposition to furnish him with 
a register, or some other requisite free of charge. The 
next step is to secure the names of those from whom 
the hotelman buys his supplies. 

After the names have been secured the slick advertis- 
ing fakir goes around and solicits advertisements in the 
name of the hotel proprietor. 

The merchant who pays his money for such a class 
of advertising as we have just mentioned does not get 
value for his money. He is the man who will tell you 
that he spent so much money last year in advertising 
and it did not pay him, but when you come to analyze 
his advertising account you will find that the greater 
portion he wasted in some fake proposition or scheme. 

Profitable advertising is not an accident; it is the 
result of careful thought along common-sense lines. 
If the advertiser is new in the business it would be well 
for him, perhaps, to consult with some of his friends 
in business who have advertised extensively and made 
a success of it.. If he has no such friend in business 
with whom he can consult, then he should take into his 
confidence a man experienced in advertising, a capable 
honest man connected with some well-known honest 
publication, listen to his advice, and be guided by what 
he tells him. Always remember one thing—don’t listen 
to the unknown advertising fakir who is here to-day 
and away to-morrow. He is not out for your good, he 
is after your dollars. 

Advertising well and judiciously placéd in respect- 
able newspapers and trade journals of known circula- 
tion pays, and pays well, but your money is absolutely 
thrown away when invested in fake advertising

I notice that E. W. Geppla is having trouble with 
smoky chimney. He does not state his case very 
clearly and I imagine that his three flues are not per- 
fect flues clear to the top. If his flue divisions run 
clear to the top then the remedy I would suggest 
would be that he have a separate chimney cap for each 
flue. The probabilities are that all three flues are not 
warm at the same time and the cold air settling to the 
bottom in the cold flue draws the heavy ashes and 
smoke down through. The building of one chimney 
cap for all three flues or an arch over the chimney 
is no remedy but a separate cap for each flue, I think, 
will cure his complaint.

The great struggle in the manufacture of hot air 
furnaces has been directed toward the elimination of 
the enormous amount of fuel which constantly goes 
to waste through the chimney. It has been estimated 
that at least 70 per cent of the heat units developed 
by the ordinary grate fire disappear up the receptive 
avenues of the chimney. During the last fifty years, 
stoves have, to a large extent, taken the place of 
these grate fires, and hot air furnaces have taken the 
place of stoves. The amount of fuel wasted, however, 
has always been a very heavy item, and in either of 
these cases, it is to be accounted as perhaps the biggest 
economic loss for the ordinary housekeeper. 

Just as the stove was an improvement in this re- 
spect over the grate fire, so the C. E. Sutton Co., of 
Toledo, O., believe that their underfeed furnace is an 
improvement over the ordinary hot air furnace. This 
underfeed device is the result of years of ceaseless 
study, and they claim that practical experience has 
proved their theories to have been correct. They 
claim that with their system practically all the heat 
units contained in any kind of coal are utilized. 

This firm recommend the underfeed device for the 
following reasons: 

1. The fire is replenished with fresh coal from the 
hopper and through the bottom directly to the center 
of the firepot, instead of feeding through the upper 
feed door as in the ordinary surface feed furnace. 
This method is said to prevent the cold air from rush- 
ing in to deaden the fire, and to prevent the escape of 
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gas and the disagreeable black smoke and soot. It 
is said also to obviate the explosions or puffs of gas 
common in the ordinary furnace. 

2. The coking of the coal by the underfeed process 
will, it is claimed, cover the entire surface with bright 
red fire, causing the gas and the soot formed by the 
heating of fresh coal to be consumed before reach- 
ing the surface. 

3. The combustion produced by the underfeed 
process is said to be so nearly perfect that the cheap- 
est grades of soft coal can be used with no more in- 
convenience than is encountered when using hard 
coal. 

In operating the furnace, the plunger in the feed- 
ing magazine causes a mass of coke to be formed in 
the center of the fire pot over the mouth of the maga-

zine thus holding the fire and maintaining the heat. 
The manufacturers claim the fire will hold for thirty- 
six hours without attention, that cinders and clinkers 
are never’ found, and that the radiating surface is 
greater than any other furnace on the market at the 
present time. , 

The accompanying illustration shows the underfeed 
device and furnace setting on a brick foundation for 
cold air intake. These furnaces are also made, how- 
ever, with a galvanized iron extension for the cold 
air, thus obviating the necessity for a brick founda- 
tion.

Trade 


THE CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

There is undeniably a softer tone in the pig iron 
and some of the more finished material markets this 
week. With the exception of the purchase of moder- 
ate tonnages of malleable iron in the local market in 
lots ranging from 1,000 to 3,000 tons, there was no 
activity. As predicted in these columns for the last 
two weeks, the record production and the abstinence 
of buyers have resulted in a condition which bids fair 
to lower prices from the position which they have 
occupied so pre-eminently for the last two or three 
months. Furnaces are commencing to consider bids 
for third and fourth quarters deliveries at the current 
price schedule. This, of course, means a reduc- 


tion in prices for immediate delivery, inas- 
much as furnaces have been holding out for 
higher prices for deliveries extending into the 


latter part of the present year. From New Eng- 
land, we learn that although there is a slight demand 
with prices fairly firm, there is an undertone in the 
market which lends verification to the repeated ru- 
mors that prices will soon sink to a lower level. In 
New York, the market is a little stronger but devoid 
of interest. Sales of foundry iron which were be- 
lieved to have consummated at prices below the regu- 
lar scale were afterwards proved to have been made 
at the regular schedule price. In the local market, no 
large orders were taken and it is probably true that 
reductions of twenty-five cents a ton have been made 
on the prices which have held for so long. Melters 
show no disposition to lay in heayily at the current 
schedule. 

Billets and bars show no diminution in the number 
of inquiries and actual business transacted. Car 
builders are in the market for large supplies of forg- 
ing billets and both these and sheet bars are scarce. 
Buyers are making contracts for the delivery of steel 
bars and shapes for deliveries in the last half of the 
present year. Specifications for these products con- 
tinue heavy. Bar iron is even weaker than ten days 
ago. It is now offered at 1.55¢ Chicago. 

More business has been received by the structural 
steel and plate mills than can possibly be taken care 
of. The leading steel producer has orders on hand 
which are sufficient to run the plant for the coming 
four or five months without the addition of a single 
new order. Specifications on plates are being re- 
ceived in abundance, though fairly prompt deliveries 
are possible. 

The demand for merchant steel and merchant pipe 
is not so heavy as it has been for the past month. 
The new tonnage for merchant steel is not large and 
it seems that buyers have not taken kindly to the 
recent advances in piping. Mills report that cast iron 
pipe is selling fairly well. 

Coke is weak. Reductions to the amount of 50 
cents a ton, from the prices which producers of stan- 
dard grades are asking on contract shipments, are 
frequently offered in Chicago. 
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PIG IRON. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in their 
weekly report: 

The market is rather quiet and easy in tone, with several 
interesting contracts in sight and about to be closed. Buying 
is light, there is no weakening in the matter of prices, and 
consumption is still proceeding at a record rate. The pur- 
chases recently made have emphasized more strongly than 
ever the increasing demands being made on manufacturers of 
certain lines; chief among these are the car and locomotive 
builders, bridge builders and structural iron workers. The 
amount of business on the order books of these plants is 
enormous. 

The adjustment of the miners’ trouble in the lake ore 
region has done away with an element of uncertainty, and as 
the season advances the prospects for a satisfactory tonnage 
are good. 

Deliveries on existing contracts are being hurried for- 
ward, and requests to hold shipments are at a minimum. It 
is anticipated that the figures for April consumption will be 
well up with those for the previous month. 

Conditions in most of the coke regions haye improved 
and are better than at any time this year. 


Matthew Addy & Company, iron merchants, will 
say in their weekly report: 

There has not been during the past week much doing in the 
iron trade. Business has been strictiy of the retail kind, and 
the only iron that has been bought has been te fill in an odd 
lot here and there. Of course consumption is going on at an 
enormous rate. More iron is being melted by all classes of 
producers than ever before, but the purchasing of the iron 
that is now being used was done some time ago. All the 
furnaces are busy shipping out this iron on these old orders, 
and this period of comparative quiet in the market is natural 
and was to have been expected. 

Coke is in very much better supply, and practices are con- 
siderably easier than they were a month ago. There has been 
more activity in coke than in pig iron, as large blocks of fur- 
nace coke have been sold for delivery during the latter part 
of the year. The purchasing by the furnaces of coke shows 
their confidence in the situation ahd their expectation that 
business is to continue during the year at flood tide. In fact, 
in spite of the quiet conditions now prevailing, optimism is 
the keynote of the situation. It is probable that no one is ex- 
pecting a wild and runaway boom market such as was pre- 
dicted late last fall when the turn for the better came, but 
that we are going to have a year of magnificent business with 
trade of unparalleled proportions is not to be doubted. It does 
not matter in which department of the trade statistics are 
gathered, production is at a maximum. 


SHEETS. 


The Teamsters’ Strike in Chicago has undoubtedly 
caused a large quantity of business to be sent to oth- 
er points, which would ordinarily come to Chicago, as 
the trade does not seem to understand that there are 
only a few of the local dealers affected by the strike. 
Nearly all of the Chicago Jobbers anticipated their 
May Ist shipments a few days to obviate any trouble 
that might arise, and so far the majority of the deal- 
ers have not been influenced by the strike. 

There is a large demand for solder, of which there 
seems to be somewhat of a scarcity, and the price con- 
tinues to advance. Galvanized and Black sheets and 
Tin Plate reniain about the same. Corrugated Iron 
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is moving more freely, and there is quite a large de- 
mand for the Genuine Charcoal Iron Roofing Tin 
plate that is acceptable by the Government.

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


No change is to be reported from the conditions as 
stated in out last week’s réport. The demand on the 
patt of retailers continués activé, taxing the capacity 
of hardware jobbers. It is evident that consumers in 
all sections of the coutitry are in a position to do 
extensive repairing, to duplicate their lines of tools 
and to erect rew houses and stores. The demand for 
builders’ hardware has receded not the slightest from 
the high records set last December and Jatiuary. Wire 
prodticts afe stronger than for the last two weeks, 
arid promise to increase in strength. A heavy move- 
ment from the mills is on, afd it is evident that these 
shipments are going into immediate consumption. 

The teamsters’ strike in Chicago has affected ship- 
merits somewhat and has decreased the number of or- 
ders received by jobbers at least one-third. At the 
present writing, however, the prospects are that the 
team owners will soon be in a position to run their 
teams without interruption and to make prompt ship- 
ments. The Conimercial Association, an organization 
composed of the leading business houses of the city, 
announced on Thursday that they were in a position 
to make deliveries just as promptly and as safely as 
before the strike was called. Disinterested observa- 
tion would tend to almost support their statements.
